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N Uncle Sam'arose grimly to fact the problems brought "to 
/ his door by the bitter feuds of the great war, when he looked this 


way and that among the peoples of the earth,'and not with least 


anxiety among the members of his own family, the spectacle aroused 
tjot merely the individual manhood, but the individual womanhood of the 
nation. 
"Be right and we are with you I" was shouted not only by the 


voices of prospective soldiers, but by the voices of those whom the conflict 
of Europe has proved to be quite as powerful and indispensable an element 
of support in any cause having national quality, representing national need.' 
One cannot picture Uncle Sam's background of support in any right endeavor 
without visualizing the faces of those great groups of men and of women. 
Probably this was never so true in any century before the one in whkh vre 
are living. The fact must be regarded not merely as a significant sign of 
conditions as they prevail in'this hour, but as a prophecy of the changed 
chances of war in the future history of the earth. Nations in which women 
are full partners never are likely to initiate such tragedies as that which fell 
upon Europe and threw its pal) over America.

How many know that Captain Ezra Lee sailed in a 


ene-idan. submarine in North river, opposite the City 
of NCTT Tori, under orders from George "Washington, 
and'that ho .nanipulated his queer "turtle-boat" so 
that he remained for hours under different craft in 
tlte British fleet All that prevented a terrible ex- 
pjpslon and loa» of life teas tha fact that .'ie could 
"not make hte auger pierce the copper plates on the 
bottom of the enemy's ships. 
,. Captain .Lee's submarine was evidently of a vastly 
different sort than those we have today, and yet, 
: right now, the experts are considering the one-man 


boat. 


• Here is the story of the Revolutionary submarine, 
'taken from Kendall's Expositor, published in 1841, 
and copied by that paper Irom a New York journal 
issued in 1821. It was made public in the form of 
an obituary, CaptE^n Lee having1 died in that year at 
the age of 12: 


"Died—At Lyme, Connecticut, on the 29th ult., 


Cat tain Ezra Lee, aged 72, a Revolutionary officer. 
When the British fleet lay in the North river, oppo- 
site the City of New York, and while General "Wash- 
ington had possession of the city, he was very de- 
sirous to be rid of such neighbors. A Jlr. Bushnell 
of Saybrook, Connecticut, who had the genius of 
Fulton, constructed a marine machine of a conical, 
>ouDd together with iron bands, within which one 
person might sit, and, with cranks and sculls, could 
navigate to any depth under water. In the upper 
part was fixed a vertical screw for the purpose of 
penetrating ship bottoms, and to this was attached a 
magazine pf powder within which was a clock, which, 
on being set to run any given time, would, whea 
ran down, spring a gunlock and an explosion would 
follow. 


"This mariae turtle, Eo-callefl, was examined by 


General Washington and approved. To preserve 
secrecy, it was experimented with in an enclosed 
>urd, over twenty to thirty feet of water, and kept 
during; daylight locked up in a vessel's hold. The 
brother of the Inventor was to be th» pei-son to 
navigate the machine, but on sinking it the first time 
he declined the service. 


LOOK. FOR HERO. 


"General "Washington, unwilling to relinquish the 


object, requested Major General Parsons to select a 
person In whom he could confide, voluntarily, to en- 
gage in the enterprise. The latter, being well ac- 
quainted with the heroic spirit, the patriotism and 
firm and steady courage of the deceased above men- 
tioned, immediately communicated the plan and the 
offer, which Le accepted, observing that his life was 
at General Washington's service. 


"After practicing the machine until he understood 


its powers of balancing and moving under water, a 
night was fixed upon for the attempt. 
General 


"Washington and his associates in the secret took their 
stations upon the roof of a house in Broadway, 
anxiously awaiting the result. Morning came and 
no intelligence could be had of the intrepid sub- 
marine navigator, nor could the boat which, attended 
him give an account of him after parting with him 
the first part of the night. 


"WHile these anxious spectators were about to 


give him up as lost, several barges were seen to 
start suddenly from Governor's Island—then in pos- 
session of the British—and proceed to some object 
near the Asia, ship of the lihe; as suddenly they 
were seen to put about and steer for the Island 
with springing oars. In two or three minutes an 
explosion took place from the surface of the water, 
resemb'ing a waterspout, which aroused the whole 
city and region. The ehemy's ships took the-alarm, 
signals were rapidly given, the ships cut their cables 
and proceeded to the Hook with all possible despatch, 
sweeping their bottoins" with chains, and with diffi- 
culty prevented their affrighted crews from leaping 


overboard. 


"During the scene bt consternatlcn Captain Lee 


came to the surface, opened the brass head of his 
aquatic machine, rose and gave & signal for the. boat 
to come to him, but they could not reach him until 
he again descended under water to avoid tho enemy's 
.shot from the island, who had discovered him and 
commenced firing In his wake. Having forced him- 
self against a strong current Under water, until with- 
out the reach of shot, he was again taken 1& tow and 
landed at the Battery amidst a great crowd, and re- 
ported himself to Genera! Washington, Xho erpresset! 
his en'tlre satisfaction that the great object had been 
effected -without the loss of lives. 


"Captain Lee was under the Asia's bottom for 


more than tv>o hours endeavoring to penetrate her 
copper, but in vain. He frequently cai^e up under 
stern galleries, searching for exposed plank, and 
could hear the sentinel's en'. Once he was discov- 
ered by the watoh on deck and heard them speculate 
upon him, but concluded a drifting log had paid them 
a visit. He returned to her bottom and examined it 
fore and aft. and then proceeded to some other 
ships; but the impossibility of penetrating their cop- 
per saved the lives of hundreds.

HOW TO UHLI55E QUICK BREADS. 


Yeast-made bread is by nn means the only bread 


that can be utilized in some of the ways suggested. 
The quick breads raised by baking powder, soda and 
sour milk ar other acid, etc., dry out more quickly 
than the yeast bread, probably because the water is 
not so thoroughly incorporated with the flour during 
the making. These breads pan not 
be 
freshened 


simply by putting in the oven like yeast-raised bread. 
Quick biscuit, however, make delicious toast, which is 
very convenient tor serving under meats, eggs, etc. The 
crumbs made from them may also be used in Other 
breads, cakes and puddings,, as may also corn bread 
arid cake crumbs wherever their flavor Is not objec- 


., 


„ ting it into the oven, but others think that moistening 


injures the texture of the crust without improving 
the crumb. 


Rolls or biscuits which have a greater surface in 


proportion to their size, dry out more rapidly than 


."Iloaves of bread. It is good planning, therefore, not to 


provide more than will be used at a meal, or at least 
a day after baking. For similar reasons, bread stays 
fresh longer in the loa£ than after it is sliced. No 
more than will be needed should be cut from any one 
meal and one loaf should be used up before the next 
is cut into. When the bread needs freshening it is o 
good plan to cut the required slices and put them Into 
the oven for a few minutes just before serving. 


Toast is another form In which partly stale bread 


can be made attractive. In many fanillles it is served 
only for breakfast, luncheon, or supper, but the cus- 
tom which many high grade restaurants have adopt- 
ed of sen-ing thin, crisp, hot toast wun the more 
substantial meals might well be followed at home. 
Such dishes as chopped meat with gravy, creamed 
chicken or fish, poached eggs, melted cheeae, cooked 
asparagus, Swiss chard, baked tomatoes, etc., are 
served very commonly on toast. Cream or milk toast 
(that Is. toast with a cream sauce or milk gravy, per- 
haps flavored with a very little chipped^beef, salt 
fish or other savory) may be used as the main dish 
at breakfast, luncheon or supper. Slices of toast may 
also be dipped In water or milk and beaten egg, and 
lightly browned on a. hot greased pan. The recipe for 
this dish, which Is called by various names, is given 
in the appended recipes under the heading "Egg 
Toast." It may be used at 'breakfast, and has the ad- 


• -vantage of making the eggs "go further" than if used 
.in a separate disn, or it may be served with cinnamon 
and sugar, syrup, or any sweet sauce for dessert. 


' AS A BREAKFAST FOOD: 


" " Another good way of using stale bread or of treat- 


ing bread os that it shall not become stale, Is to put 
the pieces In the warming oven or on the back cf 
the stove and leave them until they are crisp and 
delicate brown throughout. This is often called twice- 
baked bread and Is very popular with children and 
also with grown-ups who like its "crunchlness" and 
tie flavor which comes with the slight browning. 
'Fhe rusks which used to be commonly served like 
breakfast cereals in some parts of the counlry were 
made by crushing such twice-baked bread with a 
rolling-pi"

breakfast. Toasted rye bread is also gqod. Crackers, 
which aro practically dried bread baked in different 
shapes, and which may lose their crispness if Jtept 
exposed when the air Is moist, can be freshened or 
made crisp by putting- into the oven. The crumbs made 
from them serve many of the purposes of dried bread 
crumbs. A number of recipes for using left-over 
bread follow: 


STALE BREAD RECIPES. 


Vegetable Soup Thickened With Bread Crumbs. 
One quart skim milk, 1 cup bread cfumbs g? 2 


large slices stale bread, salt, small amount spinach or 
outer leaves^lettuce (not more than 4 ounces), 1 
small slice nlon. 


Cut the vegetables into small pieces and cook with 


tho bread crumbs in the milk in a double boiler. If a 
large quantity is being prepared, as in a school lunch- 
room, for example, put the vegetables through a 
meat chopper. In this case slices of bread may be 
ground with the vegetables, in order to absorb the 
juice. 


Pancakes. 


One cup crumbs, 2 Vi cups skim milk, % cup flour, 


4 teaspoons baking powder, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 tea- 
spoon sugar, 1 teaspoon melted fat, 1 egg. 


Soak crumbs in milk for three-fourths of an hour. 


Then add other ingredients and* cook on a hot grid- 
dle like ordinary pancakes. If sour milk Is used, sub- 
stitute *& teaspoon baking soda for the 4 teaspoons 
baking powder. 


Gingerbread. 


One cup molasses, }£ cup boiling water, 1 1-3 cups 


fine bread crumbs, 2-3 cup flour, 1 teaspoon baking 
soda, iy> teaspoons ginger, i& teaspoon salt, 4 tea- 
sp«on« melted lard or other fat 


Add water to molasses and combine with the dry 


ingredients mixed together, then add fat and beat. 
Bake for about 25 minutes in a hot oven. 


Indian Padding Made "With Oniabs. 


One cup fine cfumbs, 1 quart skim milk, 1-3 cup 


sugar, 2 tablespoons melted butter or other fat, *£ 
cup molasses, V* teaspoon ginger, ^ teaspoon cloves, 
4 teaspoons cinnamon. 


Scald the crumbs in milk; add the other ingre- 


dients, and bake 1 ^ hours in a slow oven. This pud- 
ding may be made with any kind of bread crumbs, 
but it furnishes an especially good means of using 
up stale corn bread. 


Egg Toast. 


Sis slices bread, 1 egg, 1 cup milk, skim milk or 


water, % teaspoon salt. 


Beat the egg and add the liquid and salt Let the 


bread soak ia the mixture until slightlj soft. Then 
fry, to a light brown o« a hot, well-greas-jd pan or 
griddle. More eggs may be used if available.*

i served as secretary t for Senator William M. 


Stewart of Nevada from 1867 to 1872, both years 
inclusive; also as clerk of committee on mines and 
mining1 and later on Pacific'Tailroads. 


Mr. Stewart then sent me to California to look 


after large gold quartz mining Interests which he 
owned on the "mother lode" In the Sierras. 


Mr. Stewart gained his first Pacific Coast wide 


reputation in. his masterly and successful defense of 
the "single lode" theory when applied to the Corn- 
stock lode of gold and silver at Virginia City, Nevada. 
Prospectors sank shafts lower down on the slope of 
the mountain and claimed, and it so looked to the 
superficial observer, to have discovered a new lode. 
But Stewart won for his clients what seemed at the 
time to be a doubtful case. Subsequent develop- 
ments proved beyond a ddnbt the truth of his theory. 
The Comstock lode proved to be the richest lode of 
precidus mineral evei discovered. It formed the 
basis of the wealth Of Mackey, Fait, Flood, O'Brien 
and a score of other millionaires and'proved the ruin 
of thousands of others who Speculated ^and-lost in 
Comstock securities. It is conservatively estimated 
that bullion to the value of one billion dollar^ was 
extracted from that small area. 


In 1864 the territory of Nevada became a state and 


the political campaign of that year was conducted 
by my brother, the late Stephen T. Gage of Oakland. 
He was secretary of the state Republican committee 
and had entire charge of the campaign, which re- 
sulted in the election of the entire state ticket, state 
legislature, member of Congress and three Lincoln 
presidential electors, Ga>?e being one of the three 
and the one selected to cJirry the vote to Washing- 
ton and deposit It for the second election,of Lincoln 
as President. When my brother died last year, of 
the 212 presidential electors, only one, William Pitt 
Kellogg, of Louisiana, was living. 


Stewart and Nye were elected to the United States 


Senate.* By a previous understanding, Stewart drew— 
the long term, which was^-for only four yearsj -while 
Nye drew the short term, for two years, ttJose being 
the vacancies first to be filled in the Seriate. Stewart 
was-re-eiectea ror a lua term 01 six years( alter a 
bitter contest which was conducted by my brother 
and the late A. P. K. Safford, who later served for 
many years as governor of Arizona territory 
Soon 


after his election, Stewart announced public*? that 
he woiild not ag-aan be a candidate to succeed him- 
self.

twenty years ago conduce to earlier marriages than 
nowadays when Cupid is finding the high-cost-of- 
living a relentless enemy? Comparison of the ages 
of seventy couples who took out marriage licenses 
in Alameda, county this month twenty years ago 
with a similar number of April, 1&17, marrying 
couples, shows in these strenuous days an average 
increase of two years in the marrying age of both 
contracting parties. The average age of tha seventy 
"1917 brides was 26% years, compared with 24J,4 
years twenty years ago. 
The average age of tho 


seventy 1917 grooms was 30^ years, compared with 
28% years in 1897. While these figures in a large 
number of "wedding licenses taken at random would 
indicate that young folks were married younger in 
the nineties, a comparison of the marrying ages, 
over a more extended--period twenty years ago and 
at the present time,' shows that, after all, the dif- 
ference in living conditions today and twenty years 
. ago had practically no effect on the marrying ag-e. 


As Is the case today, the majority of brides were 


married In their early tvr?iit'.es twenty years ago 
While the majority of the grooms preferred to wed 
before they were more than 80 years of age. Of 
course, there werti the exceptions twenty years ago 
as there are today. Thes& exceptions to the averago 
aga of brides and grooms make the wedding license 
records In the vital statistics columns of the news- 
papers an interesting study. One can conjecture 
for instance, what factors kept such and such a 
couple ffam marrying until they were 40 or 50 
years of age or as is not Infrequent Until they were 
near the allotted three score and ten. Each of these 
"exception" ages tells a story—of course you can 
only guess at It—of marriage deferred by economic 
or other conditions. Anyhow the exceptions to the 
average marrying age were just as comr%on twenty 
years ago as they are today. 


And then 'there are the very young couples. The 


present day "fad" of elorements might be thought 
a factor in bringing down the marrying age aver- 
age. 
But the vital statistics columns of Alameda 


county weddings of twanty years ago and today 
are similar in that the* show that quite a number 
of exceptionally young couples took the marriage 
vows. There were as many brides of 17 years or 
ever, sweet 16 and grooms of 18 to 20 years as 
there are today.

Stewart, with surprising industry and energy, as- 


sum^d the task of educating the Congress and the 
public on this subject. He proved beyond doubt 
that -the placer mines were practically exhausted, 
the little gold yet remaining being sought by China- 
men at 50 cents a day; that where one quar'-z mine 
proved to be paying, hundreds resulted in failure 
and that capital could not be iniuced to ventwe in 
these uncertain prospects unless title from the gov- 
ernment could be obtained. As chairman of mines 
and mining he framed a complete and well guarded 
mineral code and after trading votes on many sub- 
jects where no principle was involved, he secured its 
passage and hiff mining code became the law of the 
land so that titles to mineral lodes could be secured 
when sufficle/it development work had been per- 
formed. His only help came from A. A. Sargent, 
then a member of Congress from Nevada county, 
California, and Justice Stephen' J. Field, who had 
served as a local judge in a mining district in Cali- 
fornia, before he was appointed on the Supreme 
bench by Lincoln. The law has been amended from 
time to" time as new developments took, place, but 
the states producing precious minerals are under 
lasting obligations to Senator Stewart afe the author 
of the code of laws which has done so' much to de- 
velop their mining industries. 


When the fifteenth amendment to the Constitu- 


tion was under consideration it was referred to Sen- 
ator Stewart, he being a member of the judiciary 
commlttee, and he wrote and reported the amend- 
ment as It now stands and had charge of the same 
until its final passage. It reads $n plain, clear-cut 
language: . "The right of citizens of the .United 
States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or,by any-^tate on account of race, 
color, or previous condition jof servitude," art it has 
stood the test ot juaiciai_aecisions. 


The most notable act'of-Senator Stewart during 


his later service in the Senate was his defeat ot the 
"force" bill which had passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives and came up in the Senate. It was well 
known, that the fifteenth amendment was being 
evaded under one pretext or.another in some of the 
po-catt*d black states. This bill proposed to put the 
voting places and ballot boxes under the supervision

He admit.td that the disease existed, 
but claimed that it was gradually being cured by 
education and public opinion, while the remedy was 
a hundred times more serious than the disease; that 
it would be a fatal mistake to Mexiiicize this gov-. 
ernment by giving to the President power to per- 
petuats Indefinitely the control of the government 
in the hands of any political party which hai.peneil 
to be in power. He secured the proxy of Senator 
Stanford, who was. in sympathy with Stewart's 
views, to cast his vote against the bill should it come 
up for passage during his absence. Intelligent pub- 
lic opinion as voiced by leading periodicals grad- 
ually veered to the Stewart position and the bill died 
a natural death never again to be revived. 


Senator Stewart had his faults and defects, but 


. few senators did so much work of real value to the 
country and the fingers of this great-hearted man 
were never tainted by a mercenary consideration.

near-by noifhlior, pute away in water glass or lime-» 
water, eggs for next autumn and winter. To insure 
success care must be exercised in this operation. The 
following directions are from the United States Da- 
partment ,tf Agriculture: 


In the first place, the eggs must be fresh, prefer- 


ably not more than two or three days old. This is 
the reason why it is much more satisfactory to put 
away eggs produced in onf's own chicken yard. 


Infertile eggs are best if they can be obtained— 


so, atter the hatching, exclude roosters from the 
flork and kill them for table as needed. 


The shells must be clean. Washing an egg" w^tlf 


a soiled shell lessens its keeping Quality. The pro- 
tective g-elatinous covering over the shell is removed 
by water, and when this is gone the egg spoils more/ 
rapidly. 


The shells also must be free from even the tiniest- 


crack. One cracked egg will spoil a, large number 
of sound eggs when packed in water glass. 


Earthenware crocks arc sood. containers. Tho 


crocks must be clean and sound.~(~Scatd them aiid 
let them cool completely before use. A crock hold- 
Ing six gallons will accommodate eighteen dozens of 
eggs and about twenty-two pints of solution. Too 
' larg^ crocks aro not desirable, pince they increase 
the liability of breaking some of the eggs and spoil- 
Ing the entiro "bitch 


It must be remembered that the eggs on the- bot- 


tom crack" first and that those in the bottom of the 
crocks ore the last to be removed for use. Eggs 
can be put up In smaller crocks^and the. ejnjs put In 
the crock first should bo used first !n the household. 


"Water r'rjf is .known to xhe chemist «a codium 


ptlicate. Tt'cm "he ruThr""-* b;- the quart from 
gists or po,ultry supply men. It is a pale yellow, 
odorless, sirupy liquid. It is diluted in the proportion 
of one part of silicate to nine parts of distilled water, 
rainwater or other- water. In any case, the water 
should be boiled and then allowed to cool. Half fill 
the vessel with this solution and place the eggs in it, 
being careful not to crack them. The eggs can be 
added a few at a time until the container is filled. 
Be sure to keep about two inches of water glass 
above the eggs. C,over the crock and place it in the 
coolest place available from which the crock will 
not have to be removed. Inspect the crock from time 
to time and replace any water that has evaporated 
with cool boiled water. 


HOW TO USE THE PRESERVED EGGS. 


"When the. eg&s are to be used remove them as 


desired, rinse in clean, cold water and use imme- 
diately. 


Eggs preserved In water glass can be used fpr 


soft boiling or poaching up to November. Before 
boiling such eggs prick a tiny hole in the large end 
of the shell •nith a needle to keep them from crack- 
ing.- They are satisfying for frying until about De- 
cember. From that time until the end of the usual 
storage period—that is, until r.Iareh—they can oe 
used for omelettes, scrambled eggs, custards, cakes 
and general cookery. As the eggs age the white be- 
comes thinner and is harder to beat. The yolk mem- 
brane becomes more delicate arfd 't Is correspond- 
5ngb" difficult to separate the whites from the yolka. 
_Sometimes the white of the egg is tinged pink ifter 
very Ions keeping "n water arliss This is due. prob- 
ably, to a little iron which is. in the sodium silicate, 
but which apparently does not injure the egg for 
food purposes.

Onca upon a time it was thought that 


love and devotion were the chief equip- 
ment necessary hi looking after the sick. 
With the advent of trained nursing we 
have teamed better, and yet tnere are 
still many persons who feel that caro 
of invalids, as Dogberry said of reading 
and writing, " come by nature." With- 
out denying the fact that there are oc- 
casionally found natural nurses, it Is jet 
indisputable that the majority of women 
are poor attendants in the sick room 
unless they have received a little in- 
struction as to details Even the " nat- 
ural nureea" make a better success of 
their duties if they have acaulred fa- 
miliarity -with a.,few modes of caring for 
the sick. 


Qn« of th« most Important of these is 


the knowledge of how to change the 
sheets on the bed without obliging the 
patient to get up. It is a simple matter 
to make the bed when the sick person 
can be lifted from it to a couch, but 
there are cases where this is most un- 
desirable. If a trained nurse is in 


J charge she manages trie affair with a 


deacterity that moves the uonprofesslonal 
to envy, but even the latter may Bet 
the knack by a little practice and pa- 
tience. 


The first step in the process Is to 


loosen the soiled sheet at one side of 
the bed and to make it into a lone 
compact roll close to the patient The 
clean sheet is secured on that part of tne 
bed which has been uncovered, tucked 
In, or fastened with safety pins, enough 
of it toxiover the bare part of the mat- 
tress spread in place and the remainder 
of the sheet folded in a roll close to the 
soiled rolled sheet that lies by the pa- 
tient. 


The sick person, who should have 


fc°"n tn-^"ij o** f.'s s'Se tr.ll. the i,3.c!.. 
to the work that is going- on and with 
the two roiled sheets against his spine, is 
now turned on his other side, rouBg him 
over on the changed portion of the bed. 
This brings the two rolls so that they 
can be drawn from under him; the soiled 
one Is pulled off the bed, the rolled 
clean sheet spread in the place of that 
which is discarded and fastened down. 


The task sounds rather involved, but 


a little experimenting will show that 
It is not so troublesome SL« it appears at 
first. I may say, bv the way, that It Is 
& good thing for the mother Ov a family, 
who maj have the position of nurse 
thrust upon her at any time, to practice 
the business cf charging a sheet upon 
a wel' member of the household, so that 
she may not be forced to make heS- first 
essay In this line upon a sick person o.r 
one who is Buffering pain. 


The ability to change a night dress 


upon a SICK person ia also a good ac- 
complishment to gain before Illness calls 
upon. one. The natural method !s to 
strip off one garment and put on another 
and In many minor cases of sickness 
this !s readily done. But often it is a 
risk to attempt this, ard then the kr.ack 
of making the change without disturbing 
tia patient too much is worth while,

position of the pillows when the work 
is attempted by an awkward hand Tet 
it may be done without distress to the 
patient 
One arm of the attendant is 


slipped gently under the sick person's 
neck, his head Is lifted slightly, the 
soiled pillow is withdrawn, and another, 
which should be close bv with the clean 
pillow slip in place is slid under the 
patient's head before the arm is re- 
moved from beneath his neck 


To make such changes as these or 


any other needed and to attend to the 
other offices of the sick room It is 
well If the bed is In such a location 
that one ran get to both sides or It 
with eo.ua! ease 
In. some rooms this 


Is hardly feasible, but when the cham- 
ber must be converted into a tempo- 
rary hospital, one of the first steps Is 
to get the bed. Into a convenient posi- 
tion 


For a short attack, one that from 


the first shows signs,of a temporary 
nature, such changes may not be de- 
manded. 
But for a long illness cer- 


tain radical alterations must be made. 


Chief among these is denuding the 


room of articles which will catch dust 
and require care 
Ornaments must be 


banished draperies are best removed. 
if possible upholstered furniture It Is 
well to move into some other room and 
in its place to have wicker chairs and 
such light pieces 
A small table upon 


which to keep medicines should be at 
hand, and another one at the head of 
the bed for food or remedies. 


When there is a contagious disease, 


such as measles, scarlet fever, or, any 
malady in which there is risk of germs 
being: scattered during the process of 
desauamation, or "peeling," not only 
the curtains should comfe down btrt the 
carrot o- nrgs shcu'd cn*r» up ss soon 
as the disease has declared itself. As 
little furniture as possible should, be in 
tha room beyond the bed for the child, 
th«- cot for the mother or nurse, the es- 
bential chairs and tables 
The nurse 


should wear a wash dress, and It Is well 
for her to protect her halt1 with a cap. 
In wiping: up the floor a disinfectant 
should be put wdth the water used. 


WWle the teamed nurse Is considered 


an (essential in-some localities, ther» are 
section* of the country where she can- 
not be procured without great expense, 
Jnst aa there are households in which 
the charge of her fees is altogether be- 
yond the means of the family unless 
it were a case of life or death. For con- 
solation in such circumstanc --s one may 
go back to the period when the trained 
nurse was unheard of and where horns 
care in all the children's small diseases 
w as taken, as a matter of course. 


I recall one case wlflch came to mv 


own knowledge some years ago of a 
child who went through a. sharp attack 
of scarlet fever and the unpleasant se- 
quelse which so often follow that mala- 
dy, and had no nursing except that of 
his mother, directed by a practical and 
able physician. Under his direction, the 
mother stripped the room of e>erv thing 
save a bed for the child and one for her- 
self, a chair and a table. She nursed 
the Btfio lad by day and night, getting 
her sleep es she could. She gave him 
aU his medicine, bathed htm. and nibbed 
Mm wtth oil daily, threw his bed covers 
£-«S bcSr ciiuilng i^to a strong solu- 
tion of disinfectant In a tub which stood 
in the afijolrlng room, wiped up the 
floor every ovher day with a cioth dipped 
In the sarce klr.d of preparation, read to 
th» chfld, sang to him, fed him. amused 


him, 
and brought him triumphantly 


through the Illness with no assistance 
from a professional nurse 


I may add that she did not break 


down Afterward and ha\e an attack of 
illness on her own account either, as it 
is generally taken for granted a mother 
win uo alter faucn an experience

only aid she had was when the father 


or grandfather of the child would sit

N this week's mail is a letter from a 
business 
girl 
whose 
complaint 


against the " straw boss " will prob- 
ably be ecnoed by many workers In 
the rank and file of large business 


organizations or corporations. The writ- 
er, howe\ er, loses sight of the fact that 
a big plant, in order «to carry on the 
work with as great facility and effi- 
ciency as possible, must necessarily be 
divided into departments and the de- 
partments into sections, and these divi- 
sions must be managed by men who can 
be held responsible by their superiors 
for the quality and quantity of the work 
of the individual employes. 


Amy Lee's complaint is probably jus- 


tified in this particular case, but I am 
sure that If all division heads and su- 
perintendents were eliminated from any 


large industrial organization the result 
would be chaos. 


The *tory of her experience is an !n- 


tefestmg one, and I will give it to jou 
in her own words- 


" There are probably many workers i 


the same situation I was a year ago. 
when by right of superior service I 
should nave been advancing- steadily 
with tho firm, but because I was cor- 
poraled by a. stupid and selfish man I 
•was k«pt In & subordinate T-o«Hi'v" o~ a 
small salary. Mr. Page was the section 
head to whom we were responsible for 
our work, and through whom all sugges- 
tions for the betterment of the service 
were made and all our grievances set- 
tled 
It was ' lese majesty' to go to 


the manage*- with a question or a sug- 
gestion. This was a ruling of the firm. 
«nd if we felt w<> V*r« not b*tns fairly 
represented by our section- head, we had 
ro recourse but to leave the employ of 
the ann. 
" For two y&ars I struggled and suf- 


fered under the tjranny of a sub-boss 
until, by a luck} chance, he was ex- 
pOoeJ ii. his Eu>u?e of power and tixe 
whole system was changed 


" Besides myself, there was a youni; 


man in oar department who aiso seemerj 
especially adepted to the work, and we 
lo»t-no time in learning the details of 


the business and missed no opportunity 
In making practical suggestions toward 
bettering the service and simplifying 
the work of the department. Our sug; 
gestions and ideas were always received 
in a discouraging manner by our su- 
perior. He would listen with pretended 
politeness, but always dismissed us 
with the remark that the suggestion 
was not workable. He never failed to 
thank us, but we were alwajs led to 
feel that our suggestions were useless 
to the firm It, happened m almost 
every instance, however, that after the 
lapse of a short time we had the ques- 
tionable satisfaction of realizing that 
our ideas and suggestions were being 
incorporated into the workings of the 
business 
Neither the young man nor 


myself ever ^received any notice from 
the members of the firm, and 
tha 


changes which came from our sugges- 
tions were never alluded to by ilr.

" We submitted to this without a sign 


until one day I heard the vice president 
say to Mr Page, ' That was a great 
line iou gave us jeite-'ai for our au- 
vertisingi copy,' and the vice president 
repeated tha catchy phrase with great 
satisfaction 
Mr Page colored slightly, 


but thanked his superior when that 
personage remarked that he would re- 
ceive substantial recognition on 
the 


month'y pay roll from then on. 


"I recognized the phrase as one my 


co-worker had submitted to Mr. Page 
to be turned o\er to the advertising 
manager 
From that time we never 


made a. suggestion nr submitted an Idea 
except in writing and with the dato 
plainly marked We filed copies of these4 
memoranda, which helped UF both to 
better positions and larger salaries later 
on" About six months after my confirma- 
tion of Mr Page's duplicity, In a mo- 
ment of low spirits, I told my troubles 
to a man from another department. He 
had no cornectlon with our department, 
but had always Keen friendly to me, 
and as he s«emed sympathetic I could 
not resist complaining of the unfair 
treatment of our section head. 


" I did not know at the time that nrv 


sympathizer had access to the ear of 
our emploier, but I learned later to mv 
satisfaction that although this man waa 
ostensihlv overseeing a small ^ecticm of

It is no wonder at all that an 
Institution, -worth only one penny a-throw 
and lasting not longer than two minutes, 
should vanish from this earth, at the first 
attack oli a big opposing force.

It was not 
long before they took picture houses away 
from the rear of penny arcades and 
placed them in buildings of their own. It 
-was not long until one man began own- 
Ing two. three and four small "store"

The reason I have dwelt so long on 


this story of my bright young life is this- 
I wish to trace the industry and my own 
growth at the same time. I wish to show

AX FRANCISCO. May 5.—The 
\'an Noy Interstate Company, 
which is to open the restaurant 
in the Ferry building, precipi- 
tated a big shake-up of the 
State's tenants in the great 
terminal structure. Being new 
upon the field, the compsoiy sur- 
veyed the situation with a 
keener appreciation of values 
and opportunities than was 
possessed by those to whom it 


representatives discerned that opportunities were not 
taken full advantage of, and besides the proposition of 
starting a lestaurant they soueht to secure the other 
concessions. The company could not get very far with 
the former board, but upon that body's reorganization 
they obtained a hearing. They made oral offers for all 
the concessions, approximating an advance of a thou- 
sand dollars a month, and in a'formal written proposal 
they offered an advance of §9000 a year. The commis- 
sioners notified the tenants that readjustment of rent- 
als was proposed, not desiring to play one party against 
another and taking the ground that present tenants 
schould have a fair show and the preference. The prin- 
cipal concessionaires were averse to considering a 
rental on a percentage basis, and the result, after ex- 
tended negotiation, was a flat raise as to the fon~ prin- 
cipal ones. Foster & Orrear. who have cigar, news, 
candy and parcel-checking stands in the upper and 
lowrr waiting roome. and the candy ^tanfl at t!"1 foot 
of the main stairway, had been paying §2007.50 a 
month; this was increased to §3000. F. W. Butler & 
Son, with pop-corn and fruit stands in the Southern 
Pacific, Sausalito and Key Route waiting rooms, had 
been paying §357.85 a mqnth; this was increased to 
§500. McPartland & Reich, with news, cigar, candy 
and parcel-checking stands in the Sausalito and West- 
ern Pacific waiting rooms, had been paying §635 a 
month; this was increased to §825. The Key Route 
system, with ne\\s, cigar, candy and parcel-checking 
stands in Key. Route waiting rooms, had been paying 
§253-82 per month; this was increased to §700. The 
increases totaled §1770.83 a month, or §20,249.96 a 
year. The mcreased rates are to go into effect June 1. 
The tenants under this arrangement are given to un- 
derstand that their tenures will not come up again 
for consideration for four years, though no leases have 
been entered into. 
Some Escaped Increases 


What some of the other tenants in the ferry build- 


ing pay affords an idea of the value of that location 
for the class of business that is done there. For the 
quarters of the restaurant about to be opened by the 
Van Nov Comnanv. S300 a month i« to hp rtaid for thp 
first ten months, and S350 for the next fourteen. Cohen 
& Figoni, who have the flower stand at the foot of the 
main stairway, pay §400 a month. The Pacific Auto- 
matic Advertising Company, which owns the machine 
where_the advertising pictures automatically appear 
and disappear, pay §200 per month for three'machines. 
The Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Company pays 
§564.06 a month for two offices, and §10 a month each 
for twenty booths, making §200 more. Rj an & Warner, 
bootblack stand, pay §77.50 a month, and P. Carella 
pays §75 for the same kind of concession. Charles 
Badaracco pays §5 each for six 5-cent weighing ma- 
chines. H. Morgenthau.is the proprietor of a number 
of 1-cent machines, which are allowed space for 50 per 
cent of the gross receipts. 
The automatic checking 


machines are maintained on the same basis, as are the 
automatic phonographs which play tunes when you 
slip a nickle in the slot. Some of these rentals seem 
high; but it is always to be remembered that business 
hours are long to concessionaires in a great terminal 
building, the purchasing public not as exacting as in 
other places of business where trading is done more at 
leisure, and the profits in most part are large. The 
jsising of rentals, however, svill not result in increased 
resources. There are some 650 employees of the Har- 
bor Board, many of whom, contrary to general im- 
pression, have not been receiving top wages. 
Em- 


ployees •who have been getting less than §60 per month 
have been raised 25 per cent; those who have been re- 
ceiving between §00 and §75 have been raised 15 per 
cent, and tiiose who have been receiving between §75 and 
890 have been raised 10 per cent. These increases will 
just about offset the increased revenue from the rentals. 
San Francisco Legislators 


Some of S«a Francisco's senators are rather pluming 


themselves on their achievements at Sacramento. Sen- 
ator Flaherty poiuts with pride to the anti-injunction 
bill. In a considerable circle this is considered about 
the heaviest piece of legislation that was put through. 
Senator McDonald's measure raising the age of or- 
phans, eligible to receive State aid. from 14 to 1.1; 
also other legislation in the interest of labor and chil- 
dren, i« ca."ied to the attention of his constituents. Sen- 
ator Canepa pioneered the way for bus service on the 
Embarcadero, and sponsored the Historical survey 
Commission Act, desired by the Native Sons and 
Daughters. Senator Crowley got through a measure 
establishing a State hospital for inebriates, with an 
appropriation of §100,000 as a starter. Senator Scott 
was very busy, mostly on bill? affecting educational 
matters, all important in their o^n Way. but nol of 
that startling quality or involving contests that fixed 
them in the public mind. Senator Nealon ir not claim- 
ing encomiums on account of his principal fight, which 


w as over tie normal sciooi. He was bitter against the 
proposition to utilize the California building for a new 
S'hint. and fa\om1 .1 new modern structure nymn the 


present site. The light was waged with such effect 
that the proponents of the exposition site got more 
than they started out to got—an appropriation for an 
entire new building, when they at first proposed to 
remodel the California building. Among the assembly- 
men who is in very high favor is Ryan, the irrepressi- 
ble. Assemblyman Marks was very quietly effective. 
The Saa Francisco delegation was solid in one direc- 
tion—as to all prohibition measures. On labor meas- 
ures—that is on measures proposed and urged by labor 
—they were also united and effective.

Belt Line, 
, 


The mobilization at the Presidio of thousands of men 


above the \>e»e *, quota has made it a busy place, neces- 
sitating, the assembling of vast quantities of stores and 
ctidi^meiji- 
TLfc riwJtlio is ni>t in such direct connec- 


tion with supply centers, except by water, but some 
embarrassment has been experienced by the military 
authorities in getting freight delivered. The matter 
was laid before the Harbor Board, and the promptest 
work the city front ever knew resulted. Plans for the 
extension of the Belt Line were got out in a few hours, 
and work was begun on the extension within two days, 
and by Monday or Tuesday it is expected the tracks 
will have been extended and the delivery of military 
freight at the Presidio begun. The line was already 
through to the Transport docks. From "there it is ex- 
tended diagonally to Tonquin street, which has .been 
rechristened the Marina. This is 100 feet wide," and 
the city is about to pave it as far as Steiner street. The 
Belt Line is to have a way of its own at one side of this 
boulevard, so cousirucied dial it \\ill neither mar nor 
obstruct. 
From Steiner street the Belt Line will be 


cf temporary construction, necessitated by quick work 
to meet the pressing emergency; but ultimately the 
tracks will be made permanent. The State bought the 
tracks that were laid through the exposition grounds 
to accommodate the exposition traffic, which purchase 
stands it in good hand for this occasion. When com- 
pleted for traffic the Belt Line will relieve a great 
stress, for the military authorities found it impossible, 
even at unusual expense, to get its freight promptly 
transported from the city supply and freight cent'ers. 
The Ax Falls on the Front 


There are considerably more than half a thousand 


employees of the Harbor Commission. They form what 
is generally referred to as the waterfront brigade, and 
it is not necessary to explain that as a political force 
they lisne wielded power. It is probable they are 
wielding it yet, though conditions are somewhat differ- 
ent. Since the Harbor Board was reorganised politi- 
cal privileges have not been abridged or interfered with 
as far as it appears; but the object sought to be 
achieved by the harbor forces has been given some at- 
tention, which has caused some of the old-timers great 


new-broom proposition, for whenever conditions are 
disclosed that do not jibe with the idea that employees 
are .there primarily to render service, something hap- 
pens. For instance, the corps of inspectorsVas a com- 
fortable niche in which was shunted various persons 
who could establish claims to soft jobs. Now, an in- 
tpector of the harbor force does not have set duties, 
and it seemed to be regarded that whether he had any 
at all was not important. The reorganized commission, 
in the course of its duties, found that the inspectorial 
staff was greatly over-manned, and that some of'its 
members would not be vitally missed if stricter busi- 
ness principles prevailed. So the ax was applied where 
it seemed to do the most proper execution, and five 
inspector suffered 
But inquiry had not been made 


beforehand as to the personality of the employees that 
were let go, and awful consequences resulted. One of 
the discharged inspectors was an appointee of former 
Governor Johnson himself; one was a protege of Al 
McCabe, and one had been wafted into his place 
Ihrough the waving of Supervisor Gallagher's .magic 
wand. There was much doing on the front when the 
inspectors found their jobs gone, and the chances are 
that it has not all been done yet. Perhaps the "error" 
will be rectified; but enough of the unusual has lately 
happened along these lines to make those employed 
by the Harbor Board extremely mindful, where once 
they felt no concern. 
More of San Francisco's Monuments 


Something '^as said last week of the city's monu- 


ments, suggested by changes that were being made in 
two of them, but the subject was barely touched. No 
city in the United States has such unique and unusual 
monuments as San Francisco, though many have some 
that are characteristic. That which is peculiarly Cali- 
fornian is the Lick group, emblematic of early days and 
the struggles of the pioneers. It had an indifferent 
setting before the city hall was rebuilt and the new 
cine center laid out. Its setting is not yet ideal, 
though considerably improved. This is the most pre- 
tentious of the city's monuments. The Donahue monu- 
ment on lower Market is a notable one. greatly puzzling 
some rural visitors and others to whom the sight of 
iron wer'rrrs performing stark naked is a most unusual 
spectacle, come are not able to see tne point alter it 
is explained that The exigencies of art account for the 
lack of clothes. Matter-of-fact people are totally un- 
able to accept the idea of woikii.eu going barefoot 
about a plant strewn with redhot mc-iaK This monu- 
ment had to be amended. It was originally a fountain, 
and as such was a failure. A fountain is all right in a 
park, but in a wholesale district, whore paper and 
other light rubbish is strewn and blown about, it is a 
catch-all and soon becomes disreputable. That was 
what happened to tLij> monument. Then liie v\<titM" 
was turned off. That left a gaping receptacle. This 
wa« finally filled in. eliminating the objectionable fu- 


and creating useful space at a street junction. 


The Robert Louis Stevenson monument in Portsmouth 
Square—simple, unobtrusive, bearing the great writer's 
famous ^epitaph—is a shrine. Perhaps it is the best 
loved of all San Francisco'5* monuments. Older Cali- 
fornians will remember Dr. Coggswell. He had an art 
idea. He had himself do,ne in cast iron, duplicated 
many times. It was a solemn and awful exhibit, with 
a cataract of whiskers and such expression as cast Iron 


t| aitfords. The doctor was a prohibitionist, and con- 


ceived an idea of furthering the cause by erecting these 
effigies of himself about the city. The right hand of 
the figure was slightly extended find wa<? fitted to hold 
a glass of water. That he was permitted to erect them 
in public places is evidence enough that as to art, San 
Francisco was looking the other way at the time. But 
in one way and another the figures came down. The 
last to be obliterated vias on lower Market, at Pine, 
if I remember correctly. One night some parties un- 
known fastened a rope around the neck of the "statue," 
yave a pull all together, and that was the last of the 
Coggswell idea of art.

Gubernatorial Candidate 


Of the three gubernatorial candidates plainly in 


sight, but one is performing palpably to attract the 
attention of the voter. • Mayor Rolph is doing his best 
to make political h$y. He gets himself before the pub- 
lic-in most ingenious ways,^and the long perspective 
of more than a year until the primaries affords some 
opportunity for hinKto make headway. There is a 
strange rumor afloat to the effect that Gavin McNab, 
Matt Sullivan and others are concerning themselves to 
secure for the Mayor the Democratic nomination, and 
that they are able to figure out a successful issue to 
such an effort. As Rolph is a Rept'blican, such an en- 
terprise would be interesting, and if successful, sur- 
prising. 
But it must be remembt-iod that McNab 


would not be very comfortable -nitli Heney as Gover- 
nor, and Sullivan must be expected to take cognizance 
of the former State administration's animosities. Gov- 
ernor Stephens is industriously attending to business. 
Just at this juncture there is a good de;il of "business 
for the Governor of California to attend to. This strict 
fidelity to duty ought to be the best possible recom- 
mendation for the gubernatorial succession. There are 
some signs that it will be. In this connection the Gov- 
ernor's failure to appoint the Mayor on the State Coun- 
cil of Defense, and the Mayor's failure to attend the 
first general meeting of the council, is significant, as 
was the Governor's presence in the city Thursday, and 
the Mayor's apparent ignorance of that fact. Not a 
great deal has been heard from Heney of late. He 
seems to be swallowed up in the war maelstrom at 
Washington. Such things as baiting the paper trust 
would attract much attention at any other time, but 
just now the country has graver things to think of. 
Meney's appointment to the inquisitorial job appeared 
to have been calculated with reference to improving 
his chances for Governor. The effort is falling far 
short of what must have- been expected. Possibly there 
is a new Richmond in the field. J. O. Hayes, sometime 
differentiated as "Black" Hayes, is reported to have 
made mysterious trips to Los Angeles. Those who take 
account of these visits are able to ascribe no object 
except that of feeling around anent the governorship. 
This idea gains credence because of the well-known 
fact that Hayes has been prominently mentioned in 
several gubernatorial campaigns, notably at Santa 
Cruz in 1906.' 
Exposition Awards 


The Panama-Pacific Exposition has been over nearly 


a year and a half, but the aftermath of issuing medals, 
diplomas and certificates to those whose exhibits were 
awarded prizes is not yet completed, though it has gone 
steadily and systematically forward since the exposi- 
tion was closed. Some idea of this work may be gained 
when it is stated that there were some 52,000 awards. 
The handling of this branch of the exposition has been 
a work not only of mammoth proportions, but of in- 
finite pains. Some of the certificates go to exhibitors 
at the far corners of the earth, with names that defy 
the rules of English orthography, and whose owners re- 
side in towns out of the ordinary lines of travel or 
knowledge; yet not a single one has come back through 
faulty direction. All have been seat but about 3500, 
and it is expected these will have been despatched 
by June 1. This will close this branch of the great1 ex- 
position within a. trifle more than a year and a half. 
The St. Louis exposition, with practically the same 
number of awards, required a month less than two 


. years, and the Chicago exposition did not get its 


awards into the hands of exhibitors until something 
more than two years had elapsed. The cost of main- 
taining the San Francisco bureau of awards was §90,- 
000; that of St. Louis §185,000, and that of Chicago 
approximately half a million. Of the 52,000 prizes 


, awarded, some 22,200 were for livestock. It was un- 


derstood the most notable exhibition of livestock the 
world ever saw was assembled in this city in 1915. The 
prices iot stock were indicated by ribbons. Four 
medals were issued—gold, silver and bronze, and a 
medal of honor. One grand prize was issued in each 


* < lass. The diplomas were printed at the government 


printing office, and the medals were struck at the 
Philadelphia mint. It was the first exposition where 
tliis was done. The act under which the exposition 
WR« a«thorbed stipulated this detail. Some of the 
diplomas ready for shipment are to go into the war 
zone, and are withheld till more propitious times. 
Four Tracks on Market Street 


it is now definitely understood that if the laying of 


additional tracks in Market street, between Van Ness 
mid Kearny. is persisted in, making that thoroughfare 


four-track all the way, a referendum will be, invoked 
to determine whether the people want it or not. Should 
it be thus put to vote the women would be relied upon 
by those opposed to the measure. For it is the women 
who are most discommoded, who find crossing Market 
street such a perilous undertaking. There was great 
opposition to double-tracking the stretch frdm Church 
street to Van Ness; and \vith the completion of the 
line through Twin Peaks tunnel it is realized that run- 
ning the city's cars straight do^ n Market to the ferry 
will be a desideratum. If the same spirit exists as to 
that proposition that dominated the Church street ex- 
tension, all propo?in'ors looking to a trf^kage -agree- 
ment with the United Railroads will be ignored. Then 
will come the referendum. 
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Judge Dunne's outburst was the serration of the 


city, aud particularly so of legal circles. It is not re- 
membered that any local magistrate ever before ex-, 
pressed himself with such vigor as to proceedings in 
court, or as to the ethics of attorneys in general and 
•some in particular. The amenities from the bench are 
proverbially soporific, and generally ambigious enough 
so that everybody possibly concerned cap. feel that some 
unidentifiedi person is meant. Judge Dunne's. ,: niai- 
ad\ -rsions upon attorneys engaged in a case at bar, 
which the whole city and State had taken account of, 
and his intimation as to the duties of the Bar Asso- 
ciation, was such a startling departure that the full 
breath can hardly yet have returned to some of 
the interested !v.ngs. But too much should cot be ex- 
pected of the Bar Association. The Bar Association 
is not u regulating body. The amenities are easy in 
that organization. The reason is not far off. It so 
often 
happens that attorneys very 
unexpectedly 


achieve seats on the bench. Sometimes the feat, con- 
sidering the successful aspirant and his fitness, is ex- 
tra surprising. Therefore it has become a habit with 
the tactful attorney not to offend even the mostjaumble 
of his contemporaries. Otherwise it might come about 
that he would some time,find himself pleading before 
the personage whom he had offended. I am able to 
recall but one conspicuous instance where a member of' 
the bar has suffered professional disrating at the hands 
of this Bar Association, and he was serving a term in 
San Quentin when action was taken. 
But Judge 


Dunne's outburst did not grate on the nerves of the 
better-class attorneys, and it was somewhat edifying 
to citizens who like to have men on the bench, or 
elsewhere in responsible public position, speak out. 
There was a general feeling that Judge Dunne said 
something that ought to be said, and in an emphatic 
way. 
And his expression resulted in something akin 


to consternation in quarters which presumed ihat any- 
thing could, be done with and to the law—which never 


extra-judicial account of what was going on. The 
general surprise is not lessened by the fact that Judge 
Dunne has had something more than casual friendship 
for those prominent in directions which lie decrys— 
certain 
individuals 
who are 
lined up, as he 


deciares, in an effort to discredit the courts and sub- 
vert the law. It is a distinct parting of the ways. The 
friendship, for instance, between Judge Dunne and Fre- 
mont Older dates from the graft prosecutions-and here- 
tofore has been quite cordial. 
Strenuous Times for R. R. Managers 


Pity a poor railroad manager and official! In these 


strenuous days nobody loves a railroad. The economic 
ills of the time get them. They find themselves be- 
tween the deep sea and the other alternative. While 
the cost of things has gone up and keeps going up, their 
income is held stationary by State and national laws. 
This has not as yet produced disaster because of'the 
abnormal traffic conditions incident to the war; but 
railroad men fully realize that a time is coming. Aside 
from these considerations is the scarcity of labor and 
j:he unrest of that which is available. The situation is 
well illustrated in the stri're that was threatened OH 
the ferries a week ago, but was narrowly averted 
though not settled; and in the freight handlers' strike 
at the Southern 'Pacific's city freight depot that did 
eventuate that day and which is still on. Freight 
handling is not a skilled profession, but it is one re- 
quiring brawn—a quality that all men^do not possess 
in sufficient degree to be immediately available, and 
which some are averse to exercising at all. The rail- 
roau manager and his lieutenants are not finding their 
way one of flowery ease in these stirring times. 
Husky Beggars Disappear 


One effect of the un,\ersal demand for help is the 


disappearance of the able-bodied bum, who wants a 
dime to get a cup of coffee. In normal times he was 
very frequently met. Now such requests are confined 
to derelicts, the flotsam and jetsam of humanity, those 
incapacitated by age or accident from lending a hand 
in the world stress. For there is work for every willing 
hand. The husky has disappeared because everybody 
feels justified in demanding to know why he,is not at 
work. The country hobo is finding his lot equally hard'. 
Rural communities are hnpatient with the tramp who 
roams the country seeking handouts. He is always 
sblp-bodied. Weaklings do not fare forth in that wav. 
These prosperous times are hard on the class that has 
reduced the side-stepping of work to a science. Tho^e 
composing it have a fine schedule of excuses and pleas, 
but are finding it impossible to make the customary 
point of the poor man adrift and unable to find em- 
ployment "There has not been a time in many years 
when city and country were as free of the wandering 
hobo and the begging bum. 
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Tho varieties

not lor a moment extend to the range 
of bcaiitv which tho flower affords. 
Along with the dahlia and tho aster, 
as well as tho cosmos, It Is among tho 
mainstays of tho fall garden. -It hna 
also this grateful characteristic, that, 
while 
experience and diligence will 


dictate tho course necessary to pro- 
duce blooms of Immense 
size 
and 


brlllinnco, tho flower ropay« with 
a 


profuse bloom attention under oven 
ordinary conditions. As was mentioned 
last week with regard to the dahlia, 
tho chrysanthemum muy bo so tended 
aa to secure a very few blooms oS 
prize-taking qualities, or with less rig- 
orous treatment, bo made to produce 
a largo floral crop especially fit for 
both garden display, and cut-flower 
uso. 


To list tho several varieties there 


aro 
two single flowered sorts, ono 


largo and tho other small. They aro 
chiefly valuable for garden display, 
though they muy bo used tn the house 
If out In sprays. 
A medium typo 13 


tho c-.:iomone-flowcred, which Is seml- 
double. Of tho largo double chrysan- 
themums throe distinct sorts* aro to bo 
noted. Tncse aro tho pompon, Chinese 
and Japanese. 
Tho pompons glvo a 


lavish flower crop, tho flowers being 
small, but making up for their dimin- 
utive 
slzo 
by their numbers. 
The 


Chinese sorts Include an 
incurved 


type, with the petals curving In to- 
ward the center of tiio bloom, and a 
reflex soil In which tho petals bend 
tho opposite way tov/ard the stem. 
A in TIR tho Japanese are also the in- 
curved aorts, as well as others with 
irregular petal* of various arrange- 
ment. 
The Japanese comprise most 


of the vurtatici ihut do be-it In Cali- 
fornia, muny of tho sorts that are to 
bo scon hereabouts at tho time of the 
fall football games belonging to this 
classification. 
They arc Justly popu- 


lar, being immense blooms of tho most 
charming arrangement of petals. Tho 
ostrich illumed is still another distinct 
variety, In which tho petals are thick- 
ly covered with a feathery growth, 


Although 'somu sorts of chrysanthe- 


mums can be raised with more or less 
ease from seed, tho only practicable 
plnn to follow is to noeuro cuttings 
and root thorn or buy tho nursery 
plants of selected and named varieties. 
These- range In price according to the 
sorts and dealers from ten cents up 
to fifty cents. Having determined the 
typo of flower desired, the solectlon of 
preferred colorn must bo tempered by 
that of tho date of bloom desired. Tho

Chrysanthemums may bo planted as 


lato as the middle of June any time 
after April 1, but lato planting is not 
usually to be advised. Besides bring- 
ing in tho blooms at a time when 
they aro apt to suffer damage from, 
'all ruins, tho flowers produced do 
not scorn to be as good in substance 
or to loat as lone, as those from ear- 
lier planting. 
It is hardly possible to 


jCin>i too good soil for the crrysanthe- 
mum nor to give it too much water, 
Ti o soil should bo deeply spaded, and 
limed if It is of a clay that is apt 
to crack or is hard to work or In- 
clined toward sourness. 
Apply a lib- 


oral coating of manure to the sur- 
face of soil thus turned over and 
work it well in. Three or four inches 
of well-rotted manure will be found 
to bo not too much. Good drainage is 
advisable, and this may bo secured by 
mounding tho beds somewhat above 
tho surrounding garden surface. 


About the bay it is best that tho 


chrysanthamum have chosen for it a 
ratlior sunny location. For those va- 
rieties that come Into bloom during 
our hot September days, some shad- 
Ing may bo necessary, but in tho pre- 
ceding period of growth they need all 
tho warmth that is afforded them. In 
days when the fog does not come in. 
Set tho plants from a foot to a foot 
and a half apart each way, according 
to the amount of ground afforded, the 
farther apart tho bettor. 
They will 


need some support later in the sea- 
son, especially if they be in an ox- 
posod location, and this may bo af- 
forded either by driving stakes into 
tho ground beside them when they are 
set or running wires along tho rows, 
ono higher than tho other, to which 
the branches subsequently may be 
tlod. 


From tho tlmo of planting until 


the last flower has been picked chrys- 
anthemums should never suffer for 
•water. 
They demand not merely 
a 


slight sprinkling, but a good deep 
soaking. 
Tho 
surface 
about 
the 


plants should be kept cultivated and 
not allowed to dry out. 
Tho stems 


will bocomo woody and the flowers 
poor if not enough moisture is af^ 
forded the plants. 
About the ttifle 


the buda begin to appoar additional 
feeding ought to bo given the plants, 
tho more intensive tho culture 
the 


more feeding being demanded. This 
may be in the form of manure water, 
applied a cupful at a tlmo at the 
roois, 
or threo 
or four inches of 


manure spread on tho beds twice dur- 
ing tho growing season and distrib- 
uted about among the plant.3. Nltrato 
of soda in a very dilute solution may 
also bo applied in sparing ciuantltica 
at tho rootx. The special effect of this 
is to enrloh and brighten tho follngo. 
Commoiclal 
fei UliaerH, 
applied, 
in 


small amounts at 
tho 
roots 
and 


soaked in by irrigation, aie also found 
bonoficlal. 
Occasionally the dally wa- 


tering should bo from the top to keep 
tho plants clean and tho dust washed 
off. 


With strong and unchecked growth 


j assured by these means, the treatment 


of tho plants 
to produce 
the best 


blooms may begin. 
Tho first stop la 


to pinch them back, that is, to cut 
off the tops, and this should bo done 
when thoy have reached a height of 
eight or ton inches, reducing them to 
flvo 
or six inches 
In tho process. 


Plants that are aot In the ground by 
tho early part of May may bo pinched 
back more than onco in the season. 
Plants set out up to the first part of 
May, 
with two plnchlngs back, will 


havo 
attained a he'.ght somewhere 


around a foot and a half by tho last 
oC July. Surrounding tb'is main shoot 
will bo found J^vi,;! others, and if 
theso aro moro numerous than four 
they should bo roducod to that num- 
ber i>y cutting out tho others at tholr 


base. Make a clean cut. Do not cut 
away tho leaf at the juncture with tho 
parent stem, but cut on the far side 
of it. If many blooms are wanted In- 
stead of a few large oneii, all of the 
shooN that start in this manner may 
bo left, but tho directions hero given 
aro for large blooms, 


Tho business of disbudding will now 


havo to occupy tho attention of 
the 


grower and it is the most important 
feature of the whole task. At the tip 
of oa< h shoot that is allowed to grow 
will iippear a largo central bud later 
flankod by three 
or more 
smaller 


ones. First of all carefully pinch off 
these smaller ones, Now if the main 
central 
bud 
has 
appeared 
much 


earlier than tho dates given above in 
tho Hit of the several sorts, pinch thla 
off, too. 
A new bud, which is, des- 


tined to produce a better flower, will 
appoar. 
When in doubt about the 


date of the correct bud, pinch off this 
one anyhow and trust to the succeed- 
ing bud to get you the flower you 
want. 
Lateral buds that appear are 


to bo kept picked off, IFor still more 
flowers, but yet rather large ones, 
take each group of three buds that 
ap'pears and pinch off only the .Bide 
ones, leaving the ono at the center, 
removing at the same time the main 
bud tit the tip of the stem. 
Many 


dealeis tell In their plant lists whether 
the varieties are early, mid-season or 
late; some give 
tho exact 
date at 


which a bud appearing then should 
bo lei t to grow, earlier ones having 
been removed. 
In other cases, nur- , 


serymon ^svlll usually be glad to give 
this Information upon request. Those 
dates should bo thought of as approx- 
imate, a week earlier or later may be 
correct. 


•After tha buds have been selected 


liquid manure should bo given rathor 
than the mulch of solid manure about 
the roots. 
Tho first opening of the 


buda la a sign that all feeding may 
coase, but plentiful watering should 
be continued just tho same. As a pro- 
tection to 
tho plants a canopy of 


cheesecloth or similar material should 
be raised over them before the buds 
begin to open. The plants may be cut 
down aftor flowering has ceased, or 
permitted to go on into spring by 
which tlmo a number of suckers will 
havo made some 
growth from the 


crown. These may bo cut off with a 
sharp knife at a joint and placed in 
clean sand where they are kept moist 
but not wot and preferably put in a 
shady 
place. 
Within three weeks 


they will 
have rooted and may be 


pricked out into a light loamy soil to 
remain until planting-out time.

older tv pos of sweet peas. Practically ull 
sweot iica colors are now In existence in

opportunities of a cabinet minister,' 
assigning him to a minor xiosltlon in 
thi' treasury. His first experience aa 
cabinet minister w is as president of 
the Boarct of Trade 
Kwiory before tUe war days rang 


with the achievement of Lloyd George 
and his funous budget, framed aftof 
his appointment ns chancellor oC tho 
exchequer under iho Asqulth min- 
istry. His far-reaching plans for rais- 
ing taxof, and apoioprlatlng public 
money—his plan ol taxation and log- 
l.ulotiou—was to be ti>" foyjulRtion rf 
a now serial system, and led lo such 
a storm 
of opposition among all 


clauses that tho king himseir had to 
bo Invoked to carrv out the pmfis of 
Lloyd George. His budget plan pur- 
posed to bring about a wholesale re- 
adjustment botwotu .'rich a.nd poor 
and to make this readjustment tho 
basis for future developments. To 
carry through his '>old and carefully 
devised plan it w«s necessary 
to

"Thci devilfish differs from the Prus- 
sian U-boat In that It has no torpedo 
tubes and, so far tis known, docs not 
destroy human beings merely for the Joy 
of weeing them die, but In Its under sea 
methods of attack It Is somewhat.similar 
to the twentieth century pirates, paying, 
as It i!oes, no attention to questions of 
neutrality of the ships which It attacks.

. The -creator.-. of the. spirited and 
graphic phase of ;modern sculpture' 
'which, is herewith collectively pre- 
sented . for the first .time In Detroit, 
was .born' February 16, 1868, at Intra, ' 
Lago Ma'ggiore; '•. The • 'second son 
of 
'Prlnco Pierre and Princess Ada-Trou- 
betskoy, nee Wlnans, .his 'childhood 
and youth were'passed amid the pie-, 
turosejue surroundings of .his birth-' 
place, .where1' nature and art .seem 
to have uohir-v-ti tuolr own serene and 
indissoluble • .unity 
of 
contour 
and 


color.' Despite. tlio fact that there 
wore no specl'Cic nc-sthetio proclivities 
In his lmmt.1late ancestry; tho boy's 
artistic Instincts manifested them- 
selves at the early age of C; that which 


- first aroused his interest In such mat- 
ters bein^i the visit to the family home 
of a well-known'ffl mlly portraitist who 
was engaged In pulntlng likenesses of 
his parents. 
Though he wa.'i fond of drawing, 


nnd 
hail also amused himself by 


cleverly tinting,tho countenances of a, 
set of marionettes with which ho and 
his brother used t<> play, it was, how- 
over, sculpture that attracted 
him 


most. He began modeling In .soft 
bread, arid later in wax, his themes 
being thu hetids of dogs and other do- 
mestic i>ots so -plentiful around the 
house. 
. 
Although strong, healthy ,and de- 


voted to exorcise In the open air, par- 
ticularly tramping or riding among the 
mountains and alnng the lake front, 
ho was uncommonly absorbed In. his 
tjhosori task and tried his hand by 
turns at every sort o( .problem. Hav- 
ing completed a faithful .and life-like 
head of a horse, Ills mother, who had 
thus far regarded the boy's efforts 
mainly In'the light of Juvenile dlver- 
elon, became ao Impressed by his 
ability that she'was moved to 'tako 
the worit to Mllau, where site.'-sub- 
mitted it to .the inspection of - the 
sculptor Grandl. "With the ready-dis- 
cernment of a practiced executant, 
Grandl nt once pronounced the bit of 
wax a production of youthful genius,, 
nnd prevailed upon the lad's mother 
to allow him to ]>ursue tho vocation 
of an artist. 


Superficially It requires no special 


effort on the part of tho casual spec- 
tator toi appreciate tho art of Paul 
Troubotzkoy. Its appeal ia Immediate, 
instantaneous. 
JH choice of' theme 


and .subjoct-mattei- It Is marked by a 
refreshing abaonco of pretonae 
and 


scholasticism. It Involves no feat of 
tlio imagination and exacts no knowl- 
edge of classic myth or of those tra- 
ditions, academic or , literary, that 
Jiave BO long obscured the truo moan- 
ing of plastic form. Devoid alike of 
symbol and allegory, its message Is 
wholly upeelflo' and concrete. There 
is nothing in tho -'ntiro range of this 


art which is not familiar- to. anyone, 
no matter how prescribed his experi- 
ence or outlook may bf. It is, how- 
ever, throufi-h the. attainment of just. 


. this naturalness .and spontaneity that 


tho work of Prince TroubeUkoy dif- 
ferentiates jtsclf so sharply'from that 
. of the majority of, his contemporar- 
ies. The posi'tion!'whlch ho- occupies 
.is an individual ono, .yet it must not 
' bo assumed that It camo to him with- 
out the favoring touch ~'bf -circum- 
stance, as well'as thro ufrh his own in- 
herent animation of vision and'state- 
ment.

" Almost alone among his colleagues 
he has been, able to confront-actuality

While civilization has pro- 
duced a polish upon a cer-* 
tain percentage of the popu- 


lation, crowds are still boorish. And 
for some reason which remains recon- 
tltr-, 
tills collective impoliteness la 


Most commonly in evidence at con- 
certs and the opera, (Persons who 
would be covered with confusion If 
they had violated some trifling con- 
vention of the dining- table or tho 
drawing room apparently think noth- 
ing- at all of displaying the utmost 
discourtesy toward 
musicians 
d.nd 


music. 


This discourtesy, whieli takes the 


usual form of conversation during the 
rendition of music reaches its cul- 
mination in assemblages at free con- 
certs—presumably on tho assumption 
fhat what Is not worth paying- for is 
not worth listening to "by anyone, This 
has become such a nuisance to aitists 
and music lovers alike at the half 
hours of rnnsic given by the Univer- 
sity of California in the Greek Theater, 
that it Is remarkable that any artist 
will consent to give a program there. 


During the progress of the pio- 
gram, which Is so short that it cannot 
weary the most easily tired eara, peo- 
ple walk about and converse and chil- 
dren are allowed to play and add 
their joyous outcries to the music. As 
the concerts are free, the public evi- 
dently takes freedom in its most un- 
restrained meaning. 


Until such time as the majority of 


people realize that the appreciation of 
music demands the attention of the 
minds of tho auditors, this collective 
impoliteness will not ceasci A musical 
composition without an auditor is as 
incomplete as a painting without a 
spectator. Nay, they may both l?e said 
to be incomplete without the response 
of tho appreciative mind. And the 
more complex 4s the color scheme ol 
the painting and the more polyphonic 
Is the structure of the music, the 
greater must be the concentration of 
attention on the part of the appre- 
clator.

-Stafano Gobatii—^ 
Once Rival of Verdi 


The remarkable story of an Italian, 


composer, who for a brief time wa.s 
lauded as one of the Ol5'mpian<j, only 
to be hurled later Into an obscurity 
almost equivalent to oblivion, is told 
by Maurice Halperson, music critic 
of the Now York Staats Zeltung, In 
an article in Musical America, from 
which these excerpts are taken: 


"As might be expected, Bologna's 
artistic connoisseurs have oci nsion- , 
ally made mistakes, .and at tho head 
of-these errors of judgment must be 
placed 
tho one-day triumph with 


which Bologna a number of years ago 
honored a young composer and his 
v 
fhst opera. Tho name of the com,-' 
poser in question was Stefano Gobattl 
and his opera was called 'I Gotl' 
('The Goths'), It was given in Bo- 
logna in 1873 and received with an „ 
enthusiasm which only the promulga- 
tion of a new musical gospel might 
JusUl'y. Poor Gobattl was the martyr 
of his first unmerited triumph, An 
old, broken-down man, he died last 
spring in Bologna, 


"It was in 1872 that tho Bolognese 


began" to talk about a. new opcr.i, by a 
young composer which was Btild to 
betray a quite unusual amount of 
talent. And before long a veritable 
'legend' had grown up around the 
score In question—'I Gotl,' a romantic 
grand opera In three actfl.

ELKHART, 
Ind.. May 6.—The 
sting of defeat, made doubly biting 
because it was administered by a wo- 
man—Miss Jeannette Rankin, Con- 
gresswoman from Montana—did what 
thirty years of political warfare had 
failed to do. 
It made Jacob Crull, prominent 
Montana politician and veteran of a 
bitter political campaign, lose his 
nerve and subsequently seek oblivion 
in a fluiciuc'd grave. 
Unable to bear the jibeti of well 
meaning but unsuspecting jokesters, 
Crull left Montana to visit the scene 
of his boyhood days near Elkhart 
the first of the year. At the home 
of his sister, Mrs. Emma Crull-Llttle, 
he sought to forget his humiliation. 
In hopes of refraining his "grip" he 
resorted to long walks over the 
country roads, to the old swimming 
hole of bygone days and about the 
city of Blkhart, 
But he failed. His chagrin grew 
upon him until It became an obses- 
sion. From every newspaper appeared 
headlines about the "woman from 
Montana" who had defeated him in 
the primaries. Then came memories 
he could not forget. Yesterday Crull 
started out om his customary hike. 
That was the last time he was seen 
until early today, whon two boys, 
Robert Dalton and Paul Haltien, 
found him huddled up on the steps 
of the Stephens undertaking estab- 
lishment. Beside him lay an emptied 
pint bottle which had contained mu- 
riatic acid.

Police rushed the dying man to a 


hospital where efforts to save his life 
proved futile. 
"Can't you let me die? God alone 


knows how I've suffered," he told 
the attendants over and over again. 


In the pockets of the dead man 


police found a. number of clippings, 
each referring to some activity of 
Miss Kankin In Congress. 
A will, 


bequeathing his holdings to relatives, 
also was found. 
Either through coincidence or pre- 


meditation, Crull chose the Stephens 
establishment as the scene of his sui- 
cide and inside the building, at the 
time the Montana politician swallowed 
the fatal drink, the body of Otto 
Neuman, Sturgls 
(Michigan) 
poli- 


tician, was being: prepared for burial. 


Neuman committed suicide the pre- 


vious day by inhaling gas. 
It is un- 


derstood that political difficulties also 
caused his act. 


Crull is survived by three brothers 


and two sisters, Elliott Crull and Mrs. 
Emma Little of Elkhart. Mrs. Alice 
Applegate of South Bend, Ind., Frank 
Crull of Michigan and Harris Crull 
of Nebraska. 
The funeral will be 


held Monday from the home of the 
sister, with wtom Crull had made his 
home since leaving Roundup last 
December.

is one of the shortest thut I? a war has 
prcducecl. 
Just eight months ago Matron was a 


second lieutenant without an enemy ma- 
chins to his credit 
His first victory 


came on July 28, 1916, in the thick of 
| the fighting at Verdun. In company with 
two Other Flinch aviators, he attacked 
a German bombarding squadron of four- 
teen machines. 


The one which he picked out for Ms 


victim was quickly forced to land within 
the French lines near Soullly before it 
could accomplish its mission. It wa» an 
albatross of the latest type, armed with 
two mahlne guns. The entire crew was 
taken prisoner, the pilot alone beinpr 
wounded, and the machine Itself captured 
in such good condition that the French 
aviators flew it themselves the following 
day. 


In November of last year Matton had 


(his first combat with a moving- military 
train. 
While reconnoltering In enemy 


territory north of llontfaucoa. he sighted 
the German train laden with troops and 
material. Descending to within a couple 
of hundred yards in order to get accurate 
aim. he raked the entire train for its full 
lenyth time and time again -with hla ma- 
chine gun. The troops award put up a 
vigorous defense with their rifles but 
llatton exhausted Ms machine gun mag- 
azine before giving- up the flg-ht. 


IT. less than a tr.or.tS 3£ttton injug^t 


down his second German airplane In a 
duel in which he killed the machine gun 
operator of the enemy machine and forced 
the pilot to descend. 


These and other exploits brought him 


up to the rank of a captain before the 
«nd of bis first six months as an aviator. 
In February of the present year he took 
his first try at an enemy sausage. To 
the uninitiated a sausape balloon looks 
like "pie" for an airplane to attack. In 
reality it is the most dangerous and 
difficult of enterprises. The big station- 
ary balloons are always protected to the 
fullest possible extent both, by the en- 
emy's airplanes and his anti-aircraft 
guns.

SYRIAN 
REVOLTS 


CAIRO, Egypt, May 5.—Native re- 
volts are causing the Turks a great 
deal of trouble in the Ansairi moun- 
tains in Syria. 


The -revolt started as a result of the 
Turkish government's action in send- 
ing a Turkish battalion to the Ansairi 


ers, but really for taking over the new 
harvest. The conduct of the troops 
provoked the natives to revolt, and a 
battle ensued in which the Turkish 
force was defeated with 200 casualties, 
while the Ansairi lost fewer than 70 
men. 


The Turks retreated aftaer burning 


five villages. Later the remnant of 
the troops was ordered back to Hama 
to await reinforcements, then to re- 
turn to the mountains with a moun- 
tain battery to punish the revolters. 
The punitive expedition had to be 
abandoned, however, owing to the re- 
ceipt of news that the Druses of the 
Hauran had also refused to giveNup 
their crops to the Turkish force "which 
had been sent for the purpose. As a 
result of this refusal, a fifteen-days' 
battle took place between five Turkish 
battalions and the Druses. The Turks 
were again defeated, thanks to rein- 
forcements received by the Druses 
from neighboring Arab tribes. 


One of the Druse chieftains who was 


captured by the Turks was condemned 
to death by crucifixtion.

Along the river bank are 
the little restaurants and cafes, the 
floors strewn with cups and saucers, 
glasses ranged on the counters, the 
open ledgers on the cashiers' desks in- 
viting the inspection of the curious. 
It has been many months since the 
customers sat around these upturned 
tables 
or out on the terrace, and 
watched the green Meuse slide below 
the bridges on sunny afternoons. 
The little humble shops along the 
side streets are more pathetic than 
the big- clubhouse or the pitted ware- 
houses with their shattered windows. 
The shops are wide open, with their 
scales still on counter, their knives 
and sugar scoops all ready for busi- 
aess. The tailor shops displayed pic- 
tures of the modes for summer, 1914, 
hopelessly out of date. 
Verdun Is only a little town. Just 
struggling out of vlllagehood into dig- 
nity as an incorporated city. Ten or 
twelve thousand was its peace-time 
population. It looks no different than 
a peaceful American 
city, for the 
citadel 
is the least 
conspicuous of 
Verdun's features and the town de- 
-ceitfully seems indefensive, open to 
assault and outrage 
like a seasode 


watering place.

For three hours 


events progressed in one mad dizzy- 
ing whirl, winding up in. a May-pole 
dance in which hundreds of children 
participated.

SACRAMENTO, May B.—At the 
fifteen big farms conducted in con- 
nection with the state 
institutions 
there is unprecedented activity just 
now in the way of planting. 
Every 
available 
foot" of ground is being 


utilized, said* Freeman H. Bloodgood, 
member of the State Board of Con- 
trol, today. Landscape gardening is 
giving way to vegetable gardening. 
Lawns are being plowed and planted. 
Spaces between trees are being con- 
\erted into small gardens. 
"The state is setting the pace," said 


Bloodgood, "In answering the nation's 
call to the soil. Not a single square 
foot of tillable earth is being over- 
looked." 


When one considers that 16,000 per- 
sons are housed in these institutions 
to be fed and clothed by the state, the 
momentous importance ^of intensive 
farming at this time can be readily 
realized. 
The more foodstuffs' pro- 


duced on thes-e institution farms, the 
less dram upon the outside produc- 
tion. The products from the institu- 
tion farms-,;wij.l' amount in value to

the yield will be almost 25 per cent 
greater than in any previous year. 


As an example, on the farm ad- 
Joining the Preston School for boys, 
twenty acres are planted to tomatoes, 
twenty to string beans, and twenty in 
cabbage. From the twenty acres of 
tomatoes it is expected that a j-ield 
sufficient to supply most of the insti- 
tutions for a year will be secured. 
Special attention is being given to 
canning all vegetables possible. Blood- 
vjjood predicts that the fifteen farms 
will produce enough vegetables to 
support the 16,000 inmates for.a year. 
Likewise, it will not be necessary 


for the state to purchase eggs, fresh 
fruit and pork 
The dairy products 


and forage crops are not so plentiful 
on the state farms, but the bare fact 
that the state is able, from its own 
farms, to supply 16,000 persons with 
vegetables, fruit, eggs and pork, thus 
relieving to a great extent the pres- 
sure on the general supply is of great 
importance. 
Incidentally, the state will secure 


a $4,000 alfalfa crop this year from 
its Sherman Island property, In addi- 
tion to a big yield of asparagus, bar- 
ley and potatoes. This property was 
purchased by the state for use in the 
project of uncorking the Sacramento 
river, but until tho uncorking work 
starts, the land will 
be used for 


farming.

KEEPING THE WAR PERSONALIZED. 
President Kaempf of the German Reichstag 


voiced a defiant spirit for the benefit of the United 
States a few days ago. 
He declared that the ef- 


fort of the President to differentiate between the 
German Kaiser and the German people was offen- 
sive to him and could not be allowed to go unchal- 
lenged. According to Herr Kaempf the Kaiser is 
leading the people and the people are for the Kaiser, 
heart and soul. 


Perhaps he is right to a certain extent. 
We 


hare no data justifying us to dispute vith him as 
to outward manifestations. 
But -we decline to 


accept as verities his aspersions upon the heart and 
soul of the German people without giving due 
credit for the lack of information as to what is 
going on elsewhere in the world. 
Curiously 


'enough, there came from a correspondent today a 
quotation from Auerbach's "Vina on the Rhine"' 
to the effect that " . . . There are no races 
-nobler than others. All are equally destined for 
freedom/'' 
Herr Kaempf 
therefore Is reckless 


when he says that the German people are ''heart 


' and soul" behind the government of the Kaiser in 


all its foul misdeeds. To those having an equally 
high regard for the commonality of all peoples such 
a thing is inconceivable. Mental training may be 
Jlfe^^^J- 
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servile obedience may lead a. people temporarily 
.away from recognized standards of truth, law and 
-justice, but their hearts are not lost. 


Tet the Reichstag pleader for the junkers is not 


alone. There is a large company which the gov- 
ernment charges with the duty of giving out the 
diet of "glory" to the people, to breathe white-hot 
hate into their lungs, to preach scorn for human- 
ity and pronounce anathema upon sentiment. Old 
Gustav Frenssen tells them that the present war 
will have the same happy ending as the war of 
1870. 
And there are the editors of the Cologne 


Gazette, the Berlin Kreuzzeittmg, the Augsburger 


"XAbenzeitung, the Yolkswit Mulhouse and the Stutt- 


gart Schwabishe Tagwacht; Jnnker Count Eevent- 
-low and Junker Count Westarp. 


On the German side the war has been person- 


alized from the beginning Tie Kaiser leads Cen- 
tral Europe; he is the voice of the Pan-Germans, 
of "Mitteleuropa.'-' 
Between bestowing the iron 


cross upon the King of Bulgaria. <md the Sultan 
of Turkey, he publicly commends the Crown Prince 
Wilbelm and Prince RupprecM for their part in 
Hindenburg's defeat, urges the Sheik-ul-Islam at 
Constantinople to declare another holy war be- 
cause of the fall of Bagdad, and rests from his ar- 
duous duties at Hombourg and iliddachten Cas- 
tle. 
The people are spurred on to follow the ex- 


ample set by Kaiserdom—"to work, give p.nd die/: 


which in reality is what Kaiserdom does not do. 


JJut notwithstanding Herr Kaempf, the world 


understands and trusts the original goodness of 
the German people just as much as President Wil- 
son. 
It realizes that they have had unfortunate 


training and been subjected to effective w'.cked de- 
ception. But hope springs eternal and does not 
even falter in ilie face of the deportation 
of the 


Belgians, the slaughter of innocents by submarines, 
the sinking of the hospital ships, nor the devasta- 
tion of northern France.

A PftGPOSED DICTATORSHIP. 


A bill -which, if passed, will mean the strictest 


regulation of the production and distribution of 
food, clothing, fuel anu oiher necessaries and the 
articles required for their production, has been 
introduced in Congress, with the approval and sup- 
port of the administration. It will compel holders 
of food .necessities to release them in amounts to 
insure equitable distribution; it will put a stop to 
speculation, compel transportation companies to 
give preference to the movement of food products 
and provide for the regulation of use of food 
products for other purposes. 


Until this project is reduced to the textual form 


of proposed legislation it is impossible to say just 
how drastic it will be. But that the government is 
asking for unprecedented dictatorial powers is 
perfectly clear to everyone. 
Such powers are 


wholly undesirable unless they are absolutely 
necessary. Aud if they are necessary the statute 
delegating them will, as is always the case, be in- 
discriminating. 


The only acceptable excuse for such legislation 


is that something must be done to get at the throat 
of the speculators and grafters who are fixing a 
false price on food staples. The conscienceless 
market manipulators are striking at the heart of 
the nation. Dealing in wheat and corn futures, 
cornering of food products and the formation of 
monopolies solely for profit-taking purposes have 
become national crimes. 


But it ought to be possible for Congress to enact 


laws to punish the spoilers without hitting the 
patriotic men and women who are preparing t'j 
work in the field to produce food for this country 
and its allies. The President's proclamation call- 
ing upon all the people to co-operate in increasing 
the effectiveness of the nation will be answered in 
work by the greater part of the population. It is 
unnecessary to punish all in order to control a 
few parasites of legitimate and orderly business. 


AThen necessary the government can assert its 


power to commandeer food and the facilities to 
transfer it to points needed; it inaj' fix a minimum 
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growers against over-production, but the true 
method to avoid extortionate prices is to drive at 
the speculators. If products are permitted to fol- 
low a natural course, uninfluenced by the market 
manipulator and all unnecessary middlemen, prices 
will not be any higher than they should. If a food 
dictatorship is established it should rely as much 
as possible upon the intelligent willing co-operation 
of the people and at the same time keep profits out 
of the war. 


A national weekly is publishing translations 


of letters written by German bomb exploiters 
which have been intercepted by the authorities. 
Without exception they express contempt for 
Americans, and several explain how this country 
was overawed by its German population, which 
stood ready to rise the minute the disposition to 
favor the allies becsme overt. The evidence is un- 
mistakable that such understanding of the situa- 
tion was entertained in Germany. When this 
country failed to resent ?,uch outrages as that of 
the Lusitania, the vainglorious assurance of its 
emissaries were accepted as the truth. It is diffi- 
cult to comprehend the inability to understand the 
American character that was manifest in German 
official circles. The splendid national spirit that 
has been displayed since a stand has been taken 
must be'a very rude awaking.

DO NOT OVERDO ECONOMY, URGE MERCHANTS 


War Success Depends Upon 


Economic Stability 


(From Women's "Wear.) 


Elbrldge L.r Howe, secretary of the 


National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion, commenting on the 
apparent 


tendency upon the part of some wo- 
men, in a misled spirit of patriot- 
ism, to create a general -wave of re- 
trenchment and Its possible effect on 
business, said: 


"While nobody_ can take exception 


to the rule of at'all times practicing 
intelligent economy, there is a posi- 
tive danger In advocating- or encour- 
aging any widespread, unnecessary, 
unintelligent, hysterical economy at 
this time. The high prices of food- 
stuffs, as I pointed out In an article 
in Women's Wear some time ago, 
might possibly curtail the expendi- 
tures of dry goods, but such necessary 
curtailment would be Individual only 
and would be guided by individual 
aecessity only. To encourage a coun- 
try-wide economy because of the war, 
until the need for such a course is 
plainly imminent, would be like kill- 
Ing the goose that lays the golden 


S. 
, 
"The first to feel the effects of 


such a movement, would be the stores, 
and any serious curtailment of th<f 
output of the stores would result In a 
reduction or lack of profit, and Im- 
perative need for the elimination of 
many employees and a general stag- 
nation of business. 


"Inasmuch as the stores are merely 


distributing mediums for the manu- 
facturers, the. reaction would be im- 
mediately felt by all manufacturing 
industries with a serious curtailment 
of production and employment 


"No one questions the good inten- 


tions of the prominent people who 
are advocating economy in dress and 
living, but thinking men are question- 
ing seriously the good judgment in 
even appearing to attempt to influence 
the people of the country to such ac- 
tion- 


"I was In Washington the latter 


part of last week and talked with a 
number of prominent men, and all, 
without exception, deplored any such 
tendency. As they expressed It, 'busi- 
ness should go on hi the even tenor 
of its way, with as little upset as pos- 
sible, If this country is to do every- 
thing expected of it. in connection 
with the war.' 


"There seems little need of any

calmly, systematically, and intelligent- 
ly this country goes about its wtr 
preparedness, the greater will bo itu 
efficiency. 


"The women of the country shoui-i 


continue their normal purchases ac- 
cording to their requirements and 
their means. 


"The statement of Howard E. Cof- 


fin, of the Council for National De- 
fense, should be carefully digested by 
everv consumer in th° conntn" 
fon- 


sumers should keep the business 
wheels revolving. In doing this they 
will be performing a patriotic duty. 
If the business of the country Ig to 
oupport the war financially, the busi- 
ness wheels must not be slackened." 


XO HYSTERIA. 


(From the Dry Goods Economist) 
Events move rapidly these days. 


And conditions chanse with equal 
swiftness. It seems only a few days 
since appeals for action were in or- 
der. To-day action Is still necessary, 
but there Is also evident need to put 
the brake on action In some of Its 


manifestations. In other words, while 
a vast amount of work must be dQne 
to fit this couhtry for due participa- 
tion In the war, that work jnust be 
properly organized and it must be in 
the right direction. 


What this country is In danger of 


at present is unwise or misdirected 
effort 
The road to Hades is said to 


be paved with good intentions, and 
there are lots of .people today whose 
intentions are good, who are anxious 
to help, but who have neither the 
training nor the experience for the 
work they are trying to undertake- 
And their efforts, so far from being 
salutary, threaten to have a decidedly 
adverse effect 


To check this hysteria, to replace it 


with common sense, is the duty of 
every good citizen. Such a time as 
this calls for sanity, for cool Judgment, 
for steady progress, not for frothy 
talk, for impracticable suggestions, 
for rushing- hither and thither. The 
true patriots keens his head in any 
emergency. It's all right to paint in 
vivid. colors the citizen's duties, his 
obligations, his opportunities in be- 
half of world freedom. It is, on the 
other hand, wholly unvvise to empha- 
size trifles, to urge people in the 
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methods which will hurt rather than 
help. 


The present tendency toward hys- 


teria is apparent, to take just one ex- 
ample, In the announcement as to the 
Intention of the wives of prominent 
Washington officials to cut out all 
unnecessary expenditures during the 
war. 
Doubtless the ladies mean well: 


they think they are "setting a good 
example." 
One must challenge, how- 


ever, both their democracy and their 
understanding of economics. 
What 


their "good intention" really amounts 
to Is a plan for throwing thousands 
out of work. Were it to receive gen- 
eral adoption, manufacturers and 
merchants, factory hands and store 
employees throughout the country 
would suffer, -while such benefit as 
might accrue would be infinitesimal 
in comparison. 


Let's have economy by all means. 


.Let's not waste products that are 
scarce arid cannot rea<?ilv be replaced. 
Let us particularly strive to use wise- 
ly every bit of food that comes into 
our possession. But the hoarding of 
money will help no one- 
"Going 


shabby" by those who can afford to 
dress well, "Just to set an example," 
will not increase the supply of muni- 
tions or other war requirements. 
There is, indeed, no leason why the 
wealthy and the well-to-do should 


I change; their standards of living in 
j any marked degree, ovrept in the mat- 
ter of foods. Any of our citizens who 
have planned to thus deny themselves 
ought to be urged to give further con- 
sideration to this well-meaning, but 
economically unsound resolution. 


Excitement or hysteria ought equal- 


ly to be avoided by our business men. 
They can best serve their country by 
sroing ahead on a basis as npRr fie 


I normal as possible. Bear in mind the 
preponderating extent and population 
of this country, Its great wealth, Its 
enormous resources. 
In a re-cent Is- 


sue we pointed out that In a nation 
of 100,000,000 the withdrawal of even 
a(million men from peaceful pursuits 
would not seriously hamper thd coun- 
try's productive facilities. 


The- Important thinjr ]s to select 


these men wisely, to take ihem from 
pursuits from which they can best 
be spared, leaving as far as possible 
the men ongased In production and 
transportation to carry on the neces- 
sary-work. And here is where the

in again. They have men who can be 
spared and whose places can be taken 
by v/omen more readily than In many 
other lines of business.

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CAIRO, Egypt, May 5,— Military 
men here do not believe the British 
forces now in Palestine will attempt 
any Immediate advance toward Jeru- 
-alem. The Holy City, they say, is 
for the present a secondary considera- 
tion. It is considered unlikely that 
the capture of Jerusalem will be at- 
tempted until all the coast region of 
Palestine is secured, which may take 
some time in the conditions of modern 
warfare. 


The strength of Jerusalem for de- 
fense is very great. This is not dus 
to her ancient walls and towers, nor 
to tha trenches which tiie> Turks i-ave 
dug roundabout but to the fact that 
the city lies about 2400 feet above sea 
level, encircled by rugged mountains, 
while the few "passes are in deep val- 
leys, capable of easy defense. It was 
inese conditions of natural 
strength 
that enabled the kingdom of Judah to 
outlive that of Israel by considerably 
more than a century, that made pos- 
sible the success of the Jewish upris- 
ing against 
the 
Greco-Syriars, and 


two centuries later prolonged the re- 
sistance of the Jews against the Ro- 
unans. 


Against any army advancing from 
,Egypt, Jerusalem is secured by wild- 
,erness frontiers to the east and south, 
i while no attack is possible from the 
i north until the plain of Esdraelon is 


I secured.

I a long line of very difficult advance. 
i The pass up the valleys Es Sant and

attack. The direct routes are by -way 
of tha railway through the valley of 
'Sorek, a long v.Indlng v. ay tluuiigh 
a deep gorge very easily defended, and 
the more open, but still difficult high- 
road a little further north. Probably 
the entrances to both these valleys 
are well fortified. 


The difficulties are BO great that it 
is believed a modern military expedi- 
tion would, as has occurred several 
times in history, leave Jerusalem itself 
as the last aim of the campaign. If 
the approaches on every side are cap- 
tured the city itself must fall; in all 
probability the Turkish armj would 
hasten to extricate itself before the 
last avenue was closed. The fata of 
Jerusalem has several times before 
this been settled in the plains.

TOKYO, May E. — Coming immedi- 


ately after the Russian 
revolution, 


great significance was attached here 
to the promulgation of a law making 
it possible for any Japanese subject 
however humole, to communicate di- 
rectly with the emperor. The action is 
regarded as a democratic move to 
establish .closer relationship between 
the imperial house and the people. 


The right of direct appeal to the 


emperor was provided for in the con- 
stitution which Emperor Mutsuhlto 
granted to his subjects in 1SS9., but the 
privilege has never existed in practice. 
The privy council, at the suggestion of 
the Terauchi cabinet, has just promul- 
gated regulations making the consti- 
tutional provision effective. Appeals, 
petitions or 
other communications 


may now be sent direct to the em- 
peror through the mails. The letters 
will be opened by court officials and 
submitted to the emperor, who will 
grant or reject the appeals or peti- 
tions as he sees fit. 


The departure is interpreted, as the 


answer of Premier Terauchi to those 
of his critics who claim that his gov- 
ernment Is extremely bureaucratic. In 
a wider sense, it is regarded as Incor- 
porating a desire to satisfy the demo- 
cratic tendencies of the people. 


The Tokyo Xewg Agency asserts that 


Prince Tana^ata, one of 
the older 


statesmen, n. greatly concerned by the 
democratic tendencies of the Japan- 
ese people in political and educational 
as well as religious and social affairs. 


Generally speaking, the opinion pre- 


vails that tha Russian revolution will 
give an Impetus to the development of 
democracy in Japan.

the opening remarks of F. W. Jowett.

conference of the Independent Labor 
Party, of which he is president This 
is the pacifist branch of tho Labor 
party In this country and it was this 
body which passed a resolution in fa- 
vor of an early peace conference. 


Jowett placed the total casualties 


In the war at 23,000,000. The killed I 
alone hp e-stfmited at 4,??0,000, s.r.3.' 
deaths from wounds and other causes 
at 3,470,000. 


"If in the years preceding the war." 
Jowett continued, "the British gov- 
ernment had been as careful to keep 
t*i« r.nticn c.s Informed coiiuerninij the 
nation's affairs as President Wilson 
has done in his country, there would 
have been no ties to bind us to the 
late Russian government. 
' "But for the existence ol such, ties 
that corrupt government would have 
toppled into the dust years ago. But 
its destruction did not Justify th« war. 
at would have been infinitely less 
wasteful of life to have withheld the 
loans we advanced in defiance of the 
wishes of the leaders of the Russian 
people nine years ago. The Russian 
government would 
then 
have been 


compelled to make terms with its own 
People to save Itself from bankruptcy. 


"The British government denied the 
people of Russia their revolution then, 
as Franco had previously denied It to 
them, and. In my belief, the British 
government would have denied it to 
them again on this occasion if it had 
been possible. 


"The American 
people hava not 


been led Into the war by secret com- 
mitments, but by the defiance of Ger- 
many and an onen declaration that if 
American 
ships 
-were sunk 
and 


American citizens deliberately drown- 
ed America would retaliate. If all na-

Two of her own treaty nations 
have dropped her, and today, all over the 
world, 3-ou find the nations of the Trorld 
coming together against her. 
"I do not hide from myself that the

The out- 
put of the minefe has been offered to the 
government at cost pluS a reasonable per^ 
centage of profit whenever it Is needed 
for American ammunition. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands, May 5.— 


Nearly all Holland has. been put on a 
system of government rations because of 
the virtual slopping of grain imports from 
America as a result of the ruthless sub- 
marine warfare and the poor crops of 
potatoes and other vegetables, Tne en- 
tente allies had long since put in use a 
system of rationing the" Hollanders in 
the matter of grain imports, but nbw the 
halt in Ihe movement of all shipping has 
caused a virtual cessation of all im- 
ports. 


A bread card system had been to ef- 


fect since February. Under the new plan, 


American flour, effecting an economy of 
more than 50 per cent in the consump- 
tion of wheat. 
Owing to a Shortage of 


the stocks of potatoes, the allowance has 
been reduced and potatoless days have 
been established. The monthly ration of 
peas and beans to each person amounts 
to a little more than one pound. 


The other prime necessities of life that 


are under direct government control are 
being distributed to each community ac- 
cording to the number of its Inhabitants, 
the .local authorities then dividing the 
supplies >mong the individuals. 


Holland is beginning to follow the ex- 


ample of Germany In establishing cen- 
tral kitchens. The principal-one thus far 
Put into operation is at Rotterdam. It 
provides about a quart of warm food for 
a sum equal to four American 
cents. 


When prepared the food is rapidly trans- 
ported to seventeen parts of the city 
where distribution is made, 


Food and hunger demonstrations occur

The Dutch minister has sent Dutch rep- 


resentatives to the various treaty ports 
to take over the German consulates, but 
there is much dispute as to the powers 
the Dutch representatives will have. 


China has stoutly Insisted that German 


citizens who commit any crimes against 
China 
shall be tried 
TSefore Chinese 


courts. This claim has practically been 
conceded by all the legations in Peking, 
and the Dutch representatives are assum- 
ing charge of the XJerman consulates with 
th'saunderstanding. 


Since China has broken off d'plomatic 


relations wltn Germany, and there is such 
great danger of further German intrigue 
in China, the representatives of the En- 
tente powers 
Have been anxious that 


Chinese courts should have the right to 
punish Germans who plot against the 
Chinese government 


However, the extension of this right to 


the Chinese court is a precedent which is 
not entirely agreeable to foreign legations 
in China, eager as they are to prevent 
German Intrigue. Neutral nations, espe- 
clallj', are apprehensive about the waiving 
of foreign jurisdiction over Europeans re- 
siding in China. 


The Chinese government has been eager 


for a long time to do away with extra 
terrttoriaiity in the Chinese republic. 
That Is, it has been eager to efTect an 
alteration of treaties In such ft manner 
that all foreigners resident in China would 
be subject to the Jurisdiction of Chinese 
courts rather than to the courts of their 
own nation. 
The waiving of extra ter- 


ritorial rights in the caga of Germans Is 
generally regarded as the first step to- 
wards tho abolition of extra territoriallty 
in China.

"Many of the stories which are printed | 
today ore nothing more than press agent 
yarns, which the public should discount. 
The appointment of 'Mr. Creel as govern- | 
ment press agent will soon have its ef- ' 
feet by the censoring of sensational 
stories written without regard to facts. 
Such censorship will give to the public 
a greater degree of confidence. 


"While new legislation is being enacted 


and the country Is adjusting itself to 
meet changed conditions, there will un- 
doubtedly be a temporary lull in business. 
This will probably last a few weeks, or 
until such time as the new machinery 
gets under way. 


"It is not the intention of the Pres- ' 


Ident to interfere with ths wave of pros- I 
perity which this country has seen for , 
the last two or three years. All talk in 
regard to extra effort and additional 
corps is a. movement to keep the present 
prosperous conditions of the 
country 


through extra, effort 
In meeting the 
larger demand which our entry into the , 
European war necessitates. 


t'War conditions in this country should 


not smother trade, but rather stimulate 
it. "We should be no worse oft than Can- 
ada is today, and Canada is thriving and 
doing a good business, in spite of the 
drain on its resources due to three years 
under •»ar conditions. The Canadians 
are more commercially active today than 
they were beiore the war. 


"By joining in the war the bars and 


restrictions on trade between neutral 


nations and belligerent nations have 
been removed and we are in position to- 
day to trade with even greater freedom 
with the allies than ever before. In ad- 
dition to this, the entry of our country 
into the war creates a new demand for 
materials from all branches of trade and 
will greatly stimulate business condi- 
tions. 


"It takes time to do all of these things 
and the first public uncertainty-naturally 
causes a slight depression on business 
conditions, but the spending by this 
country of billion for materials which 
must be supplied by the country itself 
Is going to put into circulation vast 
quantifies of money, which will In turn 
stimulate all-branches of industry and 
create even better conditions than have 


existed In the past few years. 


"A million men from civil life .will 


hardly be noticed, especially under the 
selective draft system which is to be 
adopted by this country. Business did 
not stop In Canada because many of her 
men went to war, and in the same way; 
business will not stop in this country, 
but will go light on with Increased vigor. 
If the public carries on its mode of liv- 
ing rationally and sensibly, without prac- 
ticing useless and unnecessary econ- 
omies, this country can prosecute the 
war for years without impairing its pros- 
perity.

Minor was hurried to

Minor's condition is serious, 


his head and shoulder injuries both 
being severe hurts. In addition he is 
Buffering from sreneral shock and im- 
mersion In the water and his age 
lends added gravity to his case.

enough moisture to produce sorghums. It 
produces forage at less expense than corn 
or sorghums.
